ot our late Sovereign King Fames 
ot happy memory , an Ac was 
made for the charitable relict and 
ordering ot Perſons intected with 
the Plague : whereby Authority 
was Eiven to Juſtices of Peace, 
Majots, Baylitts, and other Head- 
Officers to appoint within cheir ſeveral Limics Exami- 
ners, Searchers, Watchmen, Keepers, and Buriers tor the 
Perſons and Places inte&ted, and to miniſter unto them 
Oaths tor the pertormance ot their Offices, And the 
ſame, Statute did allo authorize the giving ot other Di- 
ho as unto them for the preſent neceſſity ſhould 
ſeem good in their dilcretions, It is now upon y__

conſideration thought very expedient for preventing 
and avoiding of intection ot Sickneſs (1t it ſhall fo pleaſe 
Almighty God ) that theſe Officers tollowing be ap- 
pointed, and theſe Orders hereafter duly obſerved, 


Examiners to be appointed in every Pariſh, 


þ-1:it, It is rhought requiſite and fo ordered, that in 
every Pari:th there be one, two, or more perſons of 
g00d fort and credit, choſen and appointed by the Al- 
derman, his Deputy, and Common-Councel ot eve y 
Ward, by the name of Examiners, to continue in that 
Office the ſpace of ewo Moneths at leaſt : And it any 
fit Perfon fo appointed, thall retuſe ro undertake the 
ſame, the ſaid parties ſo refuſing, ro be commtrred tr: 
P;:fon unt!] they thall contorm themlelves accordingly,

Hat thete Examiners be ſworn by the Alderman, 
enquire and learn trom time to ume what Houſes in 
every Parith be viſited, and what perſons be ſick, and ot 
what Diſeales, as near .as they can inform themſelves ; 
and apon doubt 1n that caſe, tro command reſtraint of ac- 
ceſs, until it appear what the Dileaſe ſhall prove: And 
if they tinde any perſon fick of the Inteion, to give 
order to the Conſtable that the Houle be thut up; and 
;t che Conſtable ſhall be tound remils or negligent, to 
vive preſent notice thercot to the Alderman ot ths 

Ward.

Watchmen, 


Hat to every Infeted Houſe there be appointed 
hoo Watchmen, one for the Day, and the orthe: t: 
- e N:2ht: And that theſe Watcl:imen have 2 (peC; 
"E ap perſon goe :n or out of tuch intected Houlcs 
w whe eot they h ave the Cha ge, upon pain of ſevere pu- 
niſhment, And the ſaid 1 Warchmen co C0E fuch fur the 
Offices as the ſick Houle ſhall need and require Aa. 
if the Watchman be ſent upon any bufinels, to " my 
th 1e Houſe and take the Key with him: and the ks 1 
man by day to attend until ten of the clock at 'n: 6" 


and the Watchman by night unt:l ſix in the morning

Hat there be a ſpecial cate, to appoint Women- 
Searchers :n every Pariſh, ſuch as are of honeſt re- 
purcation, and of the beſt ſorr as can be got in this kind : 
And theſe to be {worn to make Gue tearch and tiue re- 
Port, to the.utmoſt of their knowledge , whether the 
Perſons, whoſe bodies they are 2 appo. nted to Search, do 
1eof the Inteftion, or of what other Difeaſes, as near 
2s they can, And that the Phyſicians who hall be ap- 
pointed for cure and prevention of the Inte&tion , do 
call betore them the ſaid Searchers who are or thall be 
appointed for the ſeveral Pariſhes under their reſpective 
Cares, to the end they may conſider whether they are 
Fily qualified for that employment ; and charge them 
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from time to time as they ſhall ſee cauſe, if they appear 
detect.ve in their duties, 

That no Serrcher du:ing this time of Viſitation, be 
permitted to ule any =_ ck work or imployment, or 
keep any Shop or Stall, or be imployed asa Landrefs, 
or in any other common imployment whatſoever,

FO R better aſſiſtance of the Searchers, for as much 

as there hath been heretofore great abuſe in mit- 
reporting the Ditcale, to the turther ſpreading of the 
InteRion: It is therefore ordered, that ther ebe cholca 
and appointed able and Giicreet Chitur g:0ns, belides 
thoſe that doe zlready belong to the Peſt-houte : 
amonzſt whom, the City and Liberties to be quarte- 
red as the places lie molt apt and convenient : and every 
ot theſe to have one quirter tor his Limit: and the ſa:© 
Chi urgions n eve: y of thetr Limits to joyn with the 
Searchers for the view ot the body, to the end there may 
be a tive report mace of the Diſeale, 

And turther, that the ſaid Chuurgions ſhall viſe and 
ſearch ſuch like perſons as th al either ſend for them, ot 
be named and directed unto them, by the ex1miners of 
evely Pariſh, and into:m chemclves of the Diſeaſe of 
the 1aid parties, 

And tor as muchas the ſaid Chirurgions are to be fe- 
queſtred tiom all other Cures, and kept onely to this 
Diſcale of the Infection , Ic is ordered, that every ot the 
ſaid Chiturgions ſhall have twelve- -pencea Body ſearched 
by them, to be paid out ot the goods of the party ſeat- 

ched, it he be able, or otherwiſe by the Pariſh, 
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Nurſe-keepers, 


F* any Nurſe-keeper ſhall remove herſelf out of any 
infected Houle before 28 dates after the deceaſe of 
any perſon dying of the Inteftion, the Houſe to which 
the ſaid Nurſe-keeper doth fo remove herſe!t ſhall be 
ſhuc up uncil the ſaid 28 dates be expired:

RH E Maſter of every Houle, as foon as any

7 FR one in his Houſe complainerh, either of Botch,

out apparent cauſe of ſome other Dileaſle , thall give 
knowledge thereot to che Examiner of Health within 


two hour's after the ſaid fign ſhall appear, 


SequeStration of the Sick. 


AS ſoon as any man ſhall be found by this Examiner, 

Chirurgion or Searcher to be ſick of the Plague, 

he ſhall rhe ſame night be ſequeſtred in the fame _ -

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And in caſe he be o ſequeſtred, then though he after- 
wards die not, the Houte wherein he {ickned hall be 
ſhut up tor a Moneth, atcer the uſe of due Prefervatives 
taken by the reſt, 


Airing the Stuff. 


þO R {equeſtration ot the goods and ſtaff of the inte- 
Red, their Bedding, and Apparel, and Hangings of 
Chambers, muſt be well aired with fire, and (uch per- 
rumes 25 are requitite within the intefted Houſe, betore 
:h1ey be raken again to ule: this to be done by the ap- 

PO:nement of the Examiner, 


Shutting up of the Houſe. 


F any perſon thall have viſited any man, known to be 

Intected of the Plague, or entred willingly into an 
known Intected Houle, being not allowed : the Houte 
wherein he inhabireth, ſhall be thur up tor certain dates 
by the Examiners direction, 


None tobe removed out of Infefted Houſes but & c. 


Tem, that none be removed out of the Houſe where 
he talleth ſick of the Intection, into any other Houſe 
in the City, (except it be to the Peſt-houſe or a Tent, 
or unto ſome ſuch Houſe, which the owner of the faid 
vilited Houſe holdeth in his own hangs, and occupieth 


by 
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by his own ſervants) and ſo as ſecurity be given to the 
Pariſh whither ſuch remove 1s made, that the attendance 
and charge about the ſaid viſited pertons thall be obfer- 
ved and charged in all the particularities betore exp: et- 
ſed, without any coſt ot that Parith, to which any tuch 
remove ſhall happen to be mace, and this remove to bs 
done by night: And it thall be lawtul to any perton 
that hath rewo Houſes , to remove either his tound ©: 
his intected people to his (pare Houle ar his choice, ſo 2s 
if he ſend away firſt his ſound, he may not atrer fend thi- 
ther the fick, nor again unto the fick the found, And 
that the ſame which he ſendeth, be tor one week art the 


teaſt ſhut up and ſecluded trom company tor tear of 


ſome inteRion, at the firſt not appearing, 
Burial of the deal. 


Hat the Burial of the cead by this Vititation be 2c 

moſt convenient hours, alwates e:ther betore Sun- 
riſing, or after Sun-fetting, with the privity of the 
Churchwardens or Conſtables, and not otherwite ;” and 
that no Neighbours nor Friends be ſuffered to accom- 
pany the Coarſe to Church, or to enter the houſe vi11- 
red, upon pain ot. having his houſe ſhut up, or be :@- 

riſoned, 

And that no Corps Cying of Intect:on thall be buried 
or remain in any Church m t:me of Common-Prayer, 
Sermon, or Le&ture, And that no children be ſufferec 
at time of burial of any Corps in any Church, Church- 
yard, or Burying-place to come near the Corps, Cofhn, 
or Grave, And that all rhe Graves ſhall be at leaſt tix 
toor deep,

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Inmates. 


Hat where ſeveral Inmates are in one and the ſame 

houſe, and any perfon in that houſe happen to be 
infected; no other perſon or tamily of ſuch houſe ſhall 
be {uffered to remove him or themſelves without a Cer- 
tificate from the Examiners of Health.of that Parith , or 
in detault thereof, the houſe whither he or they to re- 
move, ſhall be thue up as in caſe of Viſitation. 


Hackney Coaches. 


Hat care be taken ot Hackney Coachmen, that they 
may not (as fome ot them have been obſerved to 
doe) atter carrying ot inte&ted perſons to the Peſthouſle, 
and other places, be admitted to common uſe,. till their 


| Coaches be well aired, and have flood unimployed by 


the ſpace ot five or {1x dates atter ſuch ſervice, 
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Orders tor cleanling and keeping of the Streets 
{weer. 


The Streets to be kept clean. 
Irſt, it is thought very neceſſary, and fo orde- 
red, that every Houſholder do caule the ſtreer 


to be daily pared betore his door, and fo to keep 
it clean (wept all the Week long,

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That Rakers take it from out the Houſes. 


Hat the (weeping and filth of houſes be daily carried 

away by the Rakers, and that the Raker thall give 
notice of his coming by the blowing ot a Horn as here- 
trotore hath been done, 


Layitalls to be made farre off from the City. 


Hat the Layſtalls be removed as tarre as may be out 

ot the City, and common paſſages, and that no 
Nightman or other be ſuffered to empty a Vault into 
any Garden near about the City, 


Care to be had of unwholeſome Fiſh or Fleſh, and of 
muſty Corn, 


"P Har {pecial care be taken, that no ſtinking Fith, 0: 
unwholſome Fleſh, or muſty Corn, or other cor- 
rupt fruits of what ſort Toever, be ſuffered to be (old 
about the City or any part of the lame, 
That the Brewers and Tipling-houtes be looked un- 
to, for muſty and unwholſome Cask, 


That no Hogs, Dogs, or Cats, or tame P:geons, 0; | 
Contes be ſuffered to be kept witliin any part of the | 
Cicy, or any Swine to be, or ſtray in the Streets or | 
Lanes, but that ſuch Swine be impounded by the Bea- | 


dle or any other Officer, and the Owner pun:thed accor- 
ding to Act of Common-Councel, and that the Dogs 
be killes by the Dog-killers appointed for that pur- 
pole,
